NO DECISIVE BATTLE YET 


Grecian Armies Pushing Northward, 
Change 


of Turkish Commanders Today. The 


Powers Are Ready to Intefera. 


A Political Fanatic Attempts 


Stab the King. 


(Special Dispatch to the Transcript.) 


London, May 23.—Reliable news of the 
ar situation Is at hand today. The 


Greek oharge-de-affaires here has received 


dispatch from Athens today giving the 


exact situation on the TheasalUn frontier 
where the hostile armies are facing each 
other. 


In the direction of Thewaly toward Re- 


venl and Benghazi the Grsefc forces have 
penetrated into Turkish territory and ad- 
vanced towards Damasl. All attacks by 
the Turks have been repulsed in the di- 
rection of Gritzovali. The Greek army 
has a str»n:; posi Jon at Mat1, where there 
has been fighting since yesterday. 


The Greeks had to retire from Nezeoror, 


falling back on the banks of the Dote hi, 
a strong position, which they are now de- 
fending. In Epirus the Greek army is ad- 
vancing and has captured Fort Imarot 
and several villages. The Greeks have 
also occupied Sjlagor. The army is now 
advancing northward. 


Euitan and InforrriecT hi a 'majesty that 
unless berettas for flve more Bulgari- 
an bishops in Macedonia and the nom- 
ination ot Bulgarian commercial agents 
at Uskub and Monastir Tvere granted 
at once, Bulgaria would begin mobilis- 
ing her army on Saturday. 


On the following day M. Maroon* re- 


peated Ills statements, which amounted 
to an ultimatum on the part of Bul- 
garia. 
The sultan sought to temporize with 


the Bulgarian agent, and the Russian 
embaasador also told M. Marcoff that 
the moment for such action on the part 
of Bulgaria was inopportune, but Bul- 
garia nevertheless, persists in her de- 
termination to mobilize her army If her 
demands are not compiled with.

making for the eastern highlands of 
Ossa. The Greeks attacked Boughazi 
last evening and carried the pass this 
morning. They have also captured the 
Turkish fort of "Vlirlia and are now on 
the road to Damasl."

The principality of Bulgaria was cre- 


ated by the treaty of Berlin in 1878. 
It pays tribute to Turkey, but the peo- 
ple choose their own sovereign, who 
is appointed by the sultan with the 
consent of the powers. The population 
of the country is more than 60 per cent 
Greek Catholics, the remainder being 
Mohammedans and Jews. Bulgaria 
maintains a standing army, which on 
a peace footing numbers 34,000 men. 
The war strength of the army with the 
addition of reserves would be 165,000, 
The government has orders being filled 
'for 65,000 Austrian Mannllcher rifles. 
Since Prince Ferdinand ascended the 
throne great Improvement has been 
made In the military service.

The King, Unhurt, Proceeded on Hts Way 


Unconcerned, and on HJ* Arrival at 


Hts Destination Was Greatly Cheer- 


ad—Was His Second Escape. 


Rome, April 22.—An attempt has been 


made to assassinate King Humbert of 


Hly. 
While King Humbert was on his way 


to the races, a man named Plotro Ac- 
ilarlto, an Ironworker out of employ- 
ment, attempted to stab his majesty 
with a dagger. King Humbert was ac- 
companied by his atd-de-camp, Gener- 
al Pondis Vaglia, and wae going to wit- 
ness the Royal Derby. His assailant, 
who was v/aiting outside St John's 
gate, rushed up to the carrige in which 
his majesty was seated and attempted 
to stab him. The king avoided the dag- 
ger by rising- from his sen*, 


Acciarlto, seeing he had failed in Ms 


attempt to assassinate the king, threw 
away bis dagger and was Immediately 
arrested by two carbineers, while his 
majesty calmly ordered his coachman 
to drive on. 


On arriving at the race course his 


majesty tva? greatly cheered. 


The news spread with great rapidity, 


and when the king reached the royal 
stand at the race course H was soon 
surrounded by a cheering multitude. 
The members of the diplomatic corps 
present and a number of other dis- 
tinguished, people sent their congratula- 
tions to the king on his escape. 


King Humbert treated the matter 


lightly and remarked: 


"It is only one of the little advan- 


tages of my trade." 


The king remained at the race course 


with his nephew, the Duke of Aosta, 
until the Royal Derby was run. 


His majesty then returned to the 


quirinal, followed by hundreds of car- 
riages and thousands of people gath- 
ered about the palace, who gave the 
king an imposing and frantic ovation. 
They called for the royal hymn, and

TALK TO WORKINGMEN 


That Was the Substance of 


Mr. Murphy's Address 


Thursday Evening. 


THE HALL WAS WELL FILLED 


Mr. Murphy Addresses Himself Partic- 


ularly to Labor. It Should Strike 


Against the Drink Habit. A 


Very Successful Meeting 


Odd Fellows hall was well filled Thurs- 


day evening by the Murphy temperance 
meeting, nearly every Heat being taken. 
After the opening exercises Rev. W. L. 
Tenney announced that the meeting this 
evening will be held at Wilson opera 
house instead of in the Baptist church, aa 
was previously arranged, beginning at 
7.30. 
Sunday afternoon at 3 o'clock there 


will be a, mass meeting in Odd Feliowa' 
hall, and in the evening at 7.30 there will 
be a meeting for men in Odd Fellows' hall 
and one tor women in Wilson opera house. 
There will also be a meeting Saturday 
evening at Odd Fellows* hall. 


Mr. Teaney said he was glad to see so 


much interest ia the meetings. He said 
this was not alone Mr. Murphy's work, 
but the work of all the good people in the 
city, and he hoped the people would do 
all they could to help it along* 


Rev. A. B. Church and Rev. J. C. Teb- 


betts made brief remarks, expressing their 
sympathy with the movement and the 
hope that it will result in great good to 
this city. 


Mr. Murphy's talk was directed largely 


to workingmen. He said the only way to 
help men now is God's way. The law has 
done all it can for temperance and the 
only thing that remains to be done is to 
win men to temperance. There would 
not be euch a demand for licenses if we 
would all sign the pledge and stop drink- 
ing. Mr. Murphy referred to 
the 


condition of State street and the effect of 
the liquor traffic there on other business 
and the value of property, and was glad 
to see that the papers were dealing with 
the subject. 


Mr. Murphy said we ought to get op a 


workingmen's movement here and he 
men. 
Labor hasn't begun to take care of 


itself. There are few homes in which 
there is great poverty where the head of 
the house has not contributed to that prov- 


ty. We don't want any fighting. Our 
hristian work has been injured by flght- 
g. What we want to do is to pull to- 
ether in this great cauae and win men to 
ives of temperance by reason and love. 
I am delighted, said Mr. Murphy, with 
he increased attendance and interest in 
heee meetings, and I believe that before 
ley end great good will be accomplished. 
hope there will also be an increase in 


Lurch attendance. People criticise the 
hutches, but it is a shame to do so. The 
oapel temperance movement does not 
ome to criticise the church or any one 
lee, not even the poor rum seller. All 
he rom seller has got is his money, and it 
s sometimes a question whether his 
money hasn't got him. 


North Adams is a lively town—a perfect 
ice hive of industry. It is second to no 
ity in the state in proportion to popula- 
ion. 
Good times are arriving and better 


wages with them, and if the workingmen 
will take care of their money they can 
bare liberally in the blessings of good 
imes. But they must keep down ex- 
penses. Labor spends too much money 
or rum. There are many labor strikes, 
mt none against liquor. X would like to 
see a strike in North Adams against the 
ungodly habit of drink. Labor strikes for 
horter hours, but liquor works 24 hours 
and never strikes for a reduction of time, 


I want it understood, said Mr. Murphy, 
hat I am a working man. 
I've cut cord 


wood at 40 cents a cord and taken my pay 
n buckwheat. What do you think of 
that? Labor would not be so discontented 
as it is today if it was not carrying 200,000. 
saloons on its back. I don't say that 
every man who takes a drink will become 
a drunkard. Not by any means. But 
.aboring men know less about how to 
drink than anyone else. 


Here Mr. Murphy described a treating 


Dout in a manner which provoked con- 
siderable merriment, but which practice 
is not confined altogether to the ranks of 
workingmen. Proceeding, he said the 
workingman ought to work for himself 
and his family, and to aim to secure a 
home of his own was one of the best 
things he could do. The purchase of a 
lot he considered a pretty good pledge, 
for when a man sees a home ahead it is a 
pretty good inducement to save his money 
and he is far less liable to pass it over the 
saloon bar. 


Mr. Murphy spoke of the duty of Chris- 


tian people toward young married couples. 
It is a pity, but nevertheless it is true 
that many a yorfng married woman is not 
familiar with cookery ana all the various 
details of housekeeping. This is not 
strange in a town like this, where many 
of the girls are placed in factories at an 
early age and kept there until the time of 
their marriage. Christian people who 
will bear their duty in mind can do much 
to aid these young people by good counsel 
and advice. Not a few men have been 
driven to drink by an unsatisfactory con- 
dition of things at home, and this when 
the intentions of the wife were of the 
very best. 


Mr. Murphy cloaed his address by citing 


instances ia which the drink habit has 
ruined the lives of.the learned aa well as 
those in the lower walks of life, and with 
an earnest and eloquent appeal to the 
workingmen in particular to break from 
the dangers and risks which surround 
every man who yields to the seductions 
of the intoxicating cup. 


The music was good, th* singing b*ing 


reinforced by cornet and piano, and at 
the close of the meeting many signed the 
pledge, the number including some who 
have tasted the bitterness of the drunk- 
ard's lot.

SCATTERS BY DYNAMITE. 


Unhappy Experience of Spectators off 


Blasting at the Five Roads. 


There WM an exciting accident at the 


Five Roada Thursday afternoon and it 
was remarkable that no one was seriously 
hart. 


Jerry Eroberlck was preparing to blast 


•ome rooks on Walter Daniels' place and 
dynamite had been provided for the pur- 
pose- The cartridges had been frozen for 
safe handling, and to thaw them a pan of 
sand was placed over a fire and the cart 
ridges were laid on the sand. The thaw- 
ing process was not watched closely 
enough and two cartridges took. Are and 
were consumed. It ia generally under- 
stood, of course, that dynamite IB not ex- 
ploded by fire, but by concussion. 


Later a half-cartridge which had been 


placed in the pan for thawing was seen to 
be in danger of taking fire and Mr. 
Daniels picked it up to save it. He had 
not raised it far when he dropped it and 
it was exploded. There were half a dozen 
persons standing around, but strange 
enough, no one was seriously injured. 
Warren Chilson was cat on the ankle and 
thigh and a boy named Graham sustained 
a cut on the chin. The cartridge she!1 
was pasteboard, and it is thought less 
damage was done than would have been 
the case if the explosive had been in a 
metallic shell. 


The happening gave the spectators a 


great scare and the probability is that 
when any blasting is done in that neigh- 
borhood hereafter the operator will have 
plenty of elbow room. 


, Half the people in North Adams have 
more or less trouble from eating some- 
thing that does not agree with them. The 
horses have little such difficulty; and they 
live as unnatural lives as we. The differ- 
ence is that horses eat their proper food 
and we do not. Oar mistake is easily 
remedied.
